Strawberries 
Didn't Regain 
Lost Ground

In 1952, Arkansas' strawberry 


crop was grown on 17,000 acres. 
The following year, dry weather 
and unfavorable growing condi- 
tions knocked the acreage down 
to 7,500. Growers have never re- 
gained the lost ground. 


In fact, acreage since 1953 has 


never been as high as 7,500. 


While other Arkansas fruit crops 


have not shown such dramatic 
drops in production, only one — 
grapes—has had any increase. Ap- 
ple, peach and watermelon crops 
in recent 
years have declined 


steadily from the production of the 
1930s and 1940s. 


The Crop Reporting Service of 


the 
Department 
of Agriculture 


stopped estimating the size of the 
pear crop in .1960, 


,Roy E. Lambert, marketing spe- 


cialist for the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service, traced the rea- 
sons for this remarkable decline 
chiefly to poor growing condi- 
tions, lack of mechanization and 
high labor costs, increasing com- 
petition and the unwillingness of 
growers to take the risks involved 
n producing fruit crops. 


But, he added, it is possible the 
rend may be reversed within the 
lext few years. 


The use of fertilizer and in- 
lectisides to increase yield per 
acre may make fruit crops more 
attractive to growers, he said, but 
he main stimulus will come with 
ocation of more canning indus- 
ries in the state. 


Two such plants are Birdseye, 


,vhich has been at Searcy some 
2 years, and the new Gerber fa- 
cility going in at Fort Smith. 


If fruit growers had mechanized 


their operations, Lambert said, 
Arkansas probably never would 
have declined as a fruit producing 
state. 


As it is, such states as Missouri 


and Florida, which once ranked 
'ar behind Arkansas in water- 
melon production, have greatly 
surpassed the state. 


Between 1952 and 1961, Arkan- 


sas growers planted an average 


f 9,200 acres of watermelons a 
year. The harvested an average 
of 77.1 million pounds, valued at 
$912,000. 


Last year only 6.200 acres were 


planted, 
yielding 
52.7 
million 


pounds at a value of $553,000. 


Watermelon production has de- 


clined almost every year since 
1955, when 12,700 acres were plant- 
ed, yielding 111.8 million pounds 
valued at $1,235,000.

Denies Promise 
Of Aid To 
Invade Cuba

WASHINGTON (API-President 


Kennedy has denied ever promis- 
ng a U.S. invasion of Cuba and 
lias ruled out that kind of venture 
now. 


"It would be a mistake," he 


said. 


But "time will see Cuba free 


again," the President told the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors Friday, "and I think when 
that happens the record will show 
that the United States has played 
a significant role." 
...,; 


The President also ruled out an- 


other kind of venture: an admin- 
istration onslaught 
against the 


steel industry for raising prices 
last week. 


Kennedy described the boosts as 


selected price increases that were 
"responsive to market situations." 


"It represents, really, about a 


1 per cent price increase for steel 
products which restores,' really, 
the 1 per cent that has been lost 
since 1959 in the price of steel," 
Kennedy told the editors. 


But the President said he was 


concerned about the psychological 
effect of the increase and hoped 
steel-using manufacturers would 
absorb the new costs and not pass 
them on to the public. 


"I know the steel industry, it 


seems to me, has acted with some 
restraint in this case, which 
think is very useful," he said. ' 
am hopeful that other companies, 
particularly in the auto industry, 
will act with similar restraint, 
and that the union itself will guide 
its conduct in accordance with its 
long-range interest, which is the 
national interest." 


But the editors, while curious 


whether the country would see a 
repeat of the Kennedy-steel battle 
of last year, seemed more con- 
cerned about Cuba than stee 
prices..At,least, the.bulk of their 
questions,"submitted in writing 
touched on the Communist state 
of Fidel Castro. 


Kennedy was asked to commen 


on the accusation by Cuban refuge 
leader Jose Miro Cardon that Ken 
tiedy had reneged on a promise 
to invade Cuba. 


"Nobody in the United States 


government ever informed any 
one in the government or outside 
the government, Dr. Cardona or 
anyone else, that we were going 
to launch, committed ourselves to 
launch, a military invasion wit! 
six divisions," the President said 


Kennedy said "the United State 


cannot launch itself into a mas 
sive invasion of Cuba without con 
sidering the world-wide implica 
tions to other free countries anc 
also its effect upon our own posi 
tion." 


But the President said he hopei 


the refugees did not see the ores 
ent situation as "a struggle be 
tween the United States and the 
exiles.

Declares JFK 
Backed Down 
on Cuba Deal

MIAMI, Fla. 
(AP)-Dr. Jose 


Vtiro Cardona, stepping down as 
e'ader of Cubans in exile, charges 
:hat President Kennedy has given 
Fidel Castro "absolute immunity 
n the execution of Khrushchev's 
sinister designs." 


In a 6,500-word resignation letter 


that split the Cuban Revolutionary 
Council apart, Miro accused Ken- 
nedy of backing out on a promise 
of 
a 
second invasion and of 


"liquidating" 
the 
struggle 
for 


Cuba. 


And he warned that the Soviet 


premier, "day by day, will in- 
crease his army of local Com- 
niunists" in the Western Hemis- 
phere until a "terrifying catastro 
phe" develops. 


In support of Miro and his 


stand, nine members of the 16- 
man council quit during a 4',&- 
h6ur session that followed Miro's 
departure. 


No successor 
was chosen to 


heed 
the 
council, 
which 
was 


formed with U.S. government sup- 
port to launch the futilev invasion 
at the Bay of Pigs. But Dr. Man- 
uel Antonio de Varona, Miro's 
right-hand man, said he would 
seek to strengthen the council by 
wooing more of the many exile 
groups into its ranks. And he said 
every effort would be made to 
gain U.S. help for the Cuban 
exile cause. 


Miro, first prime minister of the 


Castro regime 
who later 
de- 


fected, said Kennedy told him at 
a meeting in the White House 
April 10, 1962, nearly a year after 
the first invasion, that the prob- 
lem of Cuba was essentially a mil- 
itary one and that the council 
should contribute the major con- 
tingent of soldiers. 


"I .left the White House with the 


assurance that the liberation of 
Cuba would follow soon with Cu- 
bans at the vanguard in battle," 
he said. He indicated that this 
was to be in connection with the 
Cuban blockade that President 
Kennedy proclaimed Oct. 22, 1962. 


Later, he said, U.S. policy on 


Cuba "shifted suddenly, violently 
and unexpectedly" and "the strug- 
gle for Cuba was in the process of 
being liquidated by the govern- 
ment." 


The United States was the vic- 


tim of a "master move" by the 
Soviets, Miro declared. 


During the negotiations that fol- 


lowed the blockade, he asserted, 
Khrushchev maintained his attack 
and subversion base in the Car- 
ibbean, strengthened Castro's mil- 
itary capacity to the point where 
he could smash an uprising of 
the Cuban people, and "immobil- 
ized" the United States and the 
rest of the Western Hemisphere. 


"These, in all their crude real- 


ity, are the facts," Miro said. 


"The repeated assurances, the 


constantly 
renewed 
promises, 


have been suddenly liquidated."

Freedom to read what and when 
we desire. There are some people 
in our world who would marvel 
at such a freedom that we simply 
take for granted. 


Next week, April 21-27 is Na- 


tional Library Week, a good time 
to take advantage of our Hemp- 
stead - Nevada Regional Library 
and its branches In Fulton,"Blev- 
ins, Washington and Prescott. In a 
recent article about 
Pasadena, 


Calif., which "McCalPs" magazine 
calls the Best-read City in the 
USA,- we learned that a city which 
reads a great many books looks 
different, physically, in small but 
significant ways from a city that 
does no. 


Perhaps that stems from the 


fact that knowledge and culture do 
not have to be advertised. They 
speak for themselves. 


How complete is the library at 


5th and South Elm in Hope? It 
will never be "complete," for ad- 
ditions are made continually, but 
at the present time some 40,000 
books are on its shelves. And 
there are 278 film strips and 300 
Recordings available, too. 


In addition to the stationary 


libraries, there is a library on 
wheels which goes to different 
parts of the area three days a 
week. This Bookmobile is built 
to hold 1,600 books, giving those 
rural patrons ample opportunity 
for a wide selection 
of reading 


matter. 


Reading is habit-forming and 


also contagious. But it is one such 
"ailment" that is recommended 
for all. And, since children read 
if their parents do, it is certainly 
a parental habit that children 
benefit from copying. 


Children like to go to the library 


for different reasons, but one of 
them is that the library is one of 
the few places a child can make 
his own decisions. No one forbids 
his reading any book there that 
he wishes. And children are great 
patrons of our library. Either go- 
ing to the library itself or feeling 
its influence in the books which 
it takes to every school in the 
county. For these reasons children 
probably outnumber the adults 
who read books from the Hemp- 
stead County Library. 


What about trends in adult read-

The failure, fifth in 13 shots, 


could have a delaying effect on 
Titan 2's development as the Unit- 
ed States' most powerful war 
•ocket and! also on the Project 


emini manned space program. 


Titan 2 has been selected as the 
rooster for the two-man Gemini 
:apsule. 


All five Titan 2 failures resulted 


from premature shutdown of the 
upper stage powerplant.The prob- 
lem cropped up early in the pro- 
gram and the Air Force called a 
halt in flight testing for nearly 
two months last summer to make 
corrections. 


Six of the nerit eight shots were 


successful, and officials felt the 
problem was licked, until Friday. 
Exact cause of the latest failure 
was not pinpointed immediately. 


The fizzle came as engineers I 


were attempting to reduce a long- 
itudinal vibration which had rip- 
pled through the missile on all 
previous flights.
